What about cool visuals to go with 
it? Top Of The Pops Mix Factory gives you the 
chance to do just that. What's more, you 
can put together the best of your promos 
for a virtual Top Of The Pops show 
introduced by Jamie Theakston. 

Once installation is complete, remove then 



reinsert the CD-ROM in your CD-ROM 
drive. You will then be presented with some 
options. Choose Show Me, if this is the 
first time you've used the disc and you 
want to get an audio visual overview of 
how to use the program. When you want 
to start the program, click on BBCTOTP 
Mix Factory. This will launch the title 
sequence for Top Of The Pops Mix Factory. 
You can interrupt at any time with a single 
mouse click.At the end of the sequence, 
you will be presented with the Main Menu. 
The other options include Readme, which 
gives more detailed help, and Import and 
Export Folders. Details of importing .wav 
audio samples and exporting tracks, promos 
and complete shows can be found in the 
Readme file. 

Alternatively, select Programs from the 
Windows Start menu and BBC TOTP 
Mix Factory. Click on the BBCTOTP 
Mix Factory icon to start the program.

If you've produced 
some shows previously, you can choose 
which one to play.

This is where you put together the videos 
to go with your music tracks.

If you are hooked up to the Internet, one 
click will take you directly to the Top Of 
The Pops website. 

Quit 

Click here to exit the program. 

You must always return to the Main Menu 
in order to quit the program. 

Hit Mix 

Studios the world over, regardless of size or 
technical complexity, use the same basic 
process to mix music. Here's your chance 
to try it for yourself. 
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Hit Mix is a complete eight-track audio 
mixer with which you can create your own 
track from over a thousand different 
audio samples. 
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There are three different styles of music: 
Dance, Pop and Hip Hop. Hit Mix will 
automatically open on Dance, but you can 
choose Pop or Hip Hop by clicking on the 
buttons at the top of the sample category 
box. We've included a demo mix for each 
music type. You can edit these or start a 
mix of your own. 

Click New to start your own mix. You can 
then clear the demo sequence on screen 
and start from scratch. 

You can begin building your own mix using 
drums, bass, vocals etc. in any order. 
Choose the sound type you want from the 
sample category box. Double-click on a 
sample tag to hear the sample play. To use 
it, click and drag it to any of the eight 
tracks. 




The numbers above the tracks indicate the 
bar numbers. You can create up to 100 bars 
of music from any of three different music 
types. However, your music video can be a 
maximum of only three minutes long. That 



means for the Pop type, restrict the length 
of your mix to approximately 68 bars, and 
for Hip Hop 72 bars. This way the length of 
your track will never be longer than three 
minutes. Dance can be up to 100 bars long. 
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Full play controls are also available so you 
can Play, Rewind, Forward, jump to the 
Start or End, or even Loop your current 
mix. Click on the bar number at the top of 
the score panel to position playback from 
that point. 

To copy samples, right-click your mouse 
on the desired sample, then drag it to the 
relevant point and release. To copy more 
than one, left- or right-click just outside the 
group of samples you want to copy, then 
drag your mouse over the desired samples 
to highlight them, and release. Finally right- 
click anywhere over the highlighted 
samples, drag them to the relevant point 
and release. 

If you want to remove a sample at any 
time, click and drag it off the score panel. 
Again, you can delete multiple samples by 
highlighting them first. 




You can also choose which tracks 
are mono and which are stereo. 
Just click the left and right lights 
by the side of the numbered 
tracks on the far left of the screen 
to determine the setting for each. 



To alter the volume, click 
and drag the rivet 
towards loud or quiet. 
The words 'loud' and 
'quiet' are also active i.e. you can 
click on them to increase or 
decrease the volume. 



To move around the score panel, 
you can either use the scroll bar 
arrows or click and drag the rivet to a 
new position. 
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Click Save to save your working mix. You 
can come back to it later by clicking the 
Load button. If you want to delete a mix at 
any time, open the Mix file found inside the 
Top Of The Pops Mix Factory folder on your 
hard drive and delete in the usual way. 

If you want to record your own vocal 
samples and you have a microphone 



correctly fitted, click on Record. This will 
open the Recording Panel. You'll find an 
audio level control, plus an on-screen 
recording level indicator to make sure you 
don't go into the red. The lights and the 
audio beeps act as a metronome, giving you 
the beat so you can record in time. These 
recordings take up quite a lot of space on 
your computer - so keep them pretty 
short! 

When you're happy with the recording 
you've made, select Save. Shut the 
Recording Panel by clicking Close. Your 
recordings will now automatically appear in 
the Imported music category. You can then 
use them in the same way as the other 
samples for part of your mix. 

When you're happy with your mix, save it 
using the Save button and then click Cut 
Master Track so you can use it in Vision 
Mix.This will take a few moments and your 
track will play back automatically while it's 
mastering. 

Make sure you always cut a master 
track if you want to use your mix to 
make a music video in Vision Mix. 



Again, these masters are stored in the file Vision Mix 
Master Tracks within the Top Of The Pops 
Mix Factory folder. Remember, if you delete 
a Master Track you've used as part of a 
promo, you may experience an error box 
when the program searches for the audio. 




This is where you can create a video to 
accompany your audio Master Track. 

We've included a demo promo, which will 
automatically load. You can edit this or click 
New to start your own sequence. You can 
then clear the demo promo on screen and 
start from scratch. 



To return to the Main Menu, click Main. If 
you need to save, the dialogue box will 
automatically appear. 

For more detail, click on Help to activate 
pop-up text and move your cursor around 
the screen. A list of short-cut keys appears 
when you roll over the Help button. 
For a more detailed explanation of how to 
use the program look at the Readme file. 



Next, click on Load Audio Track to select 
your audio track. You can always use one of 
the demo mixes we've included, or load 
one you've cut yourself. You must have 
selected Cut Master Track in Hit Mix in 
order to have that audio track available in 
Vision Mix. You can hear the track while 
you're putting together your visuals by 
clicking Play under the volume control.

There are two channels in Vision Mix: the 
foreground and background. 
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The indicator underneath the channels 
shows you the duration of your audio track 




(the thin blue line). The orange opaque 
'lozenge' that appears over it shows you 
exactly where you are in your visual 
sequence. You can therefore build the 
length of your video to match the duration 
of your audio track. 




Choose a visual category by clicking on any 
of the icons, e.g. Abstract, and then use 
the scroll control [« »] to flip through 
the contents. Clicking on the arrows under 
the 'thumbnail' images will move the 
contents of that category through one step 



at a time. You can scroll quickly by holding 
down either of the arrows. 

The name of the clips will be shown 
directly under the thumbnail. Each time you 
pause and move your mouse over a clip, the 
Preview Window will display either the 
animated or still version so you can check 
them out before you decide which to use. 

To select a clip, click the 'thumbnail' image 
and drag it to the relevant channel. It will 
automatically 'snap' to the left. You can then 
start to build up your sequence by adding 
new clips to the channels as you go along. 
You'll notice that you won't be able to put 
Foreground clips in the Background channel 
and vice versa. Use the arrows under the 
channels to move to the next or last part 
of the sequence.

If you are at the start of your sequence on 
the Vision Mix screen, the Rough Cut will 
play from that point. If you want to check 
out a certain part of your sequence, scroll 
to it on the Vision Mix screen before 
selecting Play Back/Rough Cut. 
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Once in Play Back/Rough Cut, full video 
controls are also available so you can Play, 
Rewind, Forward, and jump to the Start 
or End of your current promo. You will 
always need to click the Play button to 
start your promo playing again. 

You can move forwards or backwards in 
chunks of 10 seconds by clicking the Fwd 
or Rwd buttons. To jump to the last 
section of your sequence, click the End 
button and then Play, 

If you press Stop, the audio will stop 
playing and the current foreground 
animation will continue to loop until you 
click another control button.

When you first come to this screen, there 
will be a default Play List loaded. You can 
either edit this list, or start from scratch by 
clicking New. 

Once you've created and saved your own 
promos in Vision Mix, they will 
automatically be available to load in to your 
Play List. Scroll through your list of saved 
promos using the arrows. 



Click on the promo name in the list and 
drag it to any position on your Play List. You 
can also rearrange the order at any time, 
simply by clicking and dragging any of the 
promo titles to new positions. 

To remove a promo from the list, click on 
the title and then click Remove. 

To replace a promo with another, drag the 
new title to the spot on the list and it will 
automatically replace any existing title. 

Remember to type in the artist and song 
names for each promo if you want the song 
title and artist to be credited. Click 
Intro/Credits either on or off, depending 
on whether you want them to appear or 
not when your show plays back. 

When your line-up is complete, you can 
save your whole show by clicking Save.

If 
you need to save, the dialogue box will 
automatically appear. 

Clicking the Vision Mix logo will return 
you to that screen. Again, if needed, the 
Save dialogue box will appear. 

For more detail, click on Help to activate 
pop-up text and move your cursor around 
the screen. 
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This is where you can watch the full-scre 
full-on virtual Top Of The Pops show. If 
you've come directly from the Main Menu, a 
mouse click or keyboard stroke will 
automatically return you there. 

Likewise, if you've arrived via the Play List 
route, interruption of playback will take you 
back to this screen. 

You'll notice that credits appear at the start 
of each promo. If you've entered the Song 
and Artist name for each on the Play List 
screen, this is where you'll see them. 

After the final promo has played, the 
programme credits will run. Make sure you 
remember to enter a Director name on the 
Play List screen to see it shown here. 
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For a more detailed explanation of 
how to use the program, look at the 
Readme file. For an audio-visual 
overview of the program, look at the 
Showme file.
